The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claim 22. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest, in the claimed combination, a circuit interrupting 
device comprising: a first electrical conductor connected to a source of electricity, a 
second electrical conductor conducting electrical current to a load when electrically 
connected to the first electrical conductor, a third electrical conductor electrically 
connector to user accessible plugs/receptacles wherein the first, second and third 
conductors are electrically isolated from each other connectable via a bridge electrically 
connected to the first conductor, the bridge electrically connecting the first, second and 
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third electrical conductors to each other; a circuit interrupting portion configured to 
cause electrical discontinuity between the first, second and third conductors upon the 
occurrence of a predetermined condition and a reset portion configured to reestablish 
electrical continuity between the first, second and third conductors after the 
predetermined condition occurs.
